Union Pacific Official Gives 
His Road’s Approval

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—West- 
ern aspects of general railroad 
consolidation proposals came up 
today for Interstate Commerce 
Commission consideration when the 
divergence between commission 
proposals and views of manage- 
ments of the Hill group of rail- 
roads as to disposition to be made 
of the Chicago. Burlington and 
Quincy, Northern Pacific and 
Northern roads was elaborat by 
counsel! in legal arguments. 

H. A. Scandrett, speaking for the 
Union Pacific, however, expressed 
qualified satisfaction with the con- 
solidation suggestions affecting 
that system. 

Bruce Scott of counsél for the 
Burlington, urged the retention of 
the three northwestern railroads 
now associated in stock ownership 
as one unit, with even greater fus- 
ing of interest. The Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern should 

consid one system with it, 
he agreed, asserting that by allow- 
ing the Colorado and Southern, a 
Burlington subsidiary, to come 
into complete association, a giant 
system could be built up reaching 
from the Pacific to Chicago and 
from the Canadian border to the 
Guilt of Mexico. 


FOR FOUR SYSTEMS 
In this connection Mr. Scott 5 


around the Santa Fe, Union Pa- 
cific and Southern Pacific system, 
leaving only four railroad cor- 
porations in the western half of 


the continent. 

Mr. Scan contended that 
the greater grouping suggested 
under the Holden plan would be 
too large and unwieldy. The Union 
Pacific, he explained, preferred to 
hold its present extensive system, 
and accept only the Chicago and 
Northwestern, as proposed tenta- 
tively by the commission. 

For the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern, the division from 
the Burlington was sharply op- 
posed. Both Walker D. Hines, 
former director-general of  rail- 
roads and C. W. Bunn, the gener- 
al counsel of the Great Northern 
in turn urged, however, that if 
separation could not be avoided, 
the road they represented should 
be allowed to keep the Burling- 
ton. 


HINES RESTS ARGUMENT 

Mr. Hines rested his argument 
for the advisability of joining the 
Burlington and Great Northern on 
the claim that increased efficiency 
would result. The junction of the 
Great Northern with the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, which the 
commission has proposed, he de- 
clared, would damage the Great 


n po- 
tition in railroad service through 
the Northwest would be in large 
part destroyed should the North- 
ern Pacific be placed with the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul.

Bresna- 
han, incidentally, was the inventor 
ot the present shin guards used by 
e@tchers.

Ray Schalk, my third catcher, is 
a dandy.

Schalk is good at breaking up 
the double-steal and squeeze play. 
He is always in the game and prob- 
ably covers more ground during a 
ball game than any catcher in the 
business. 

I have no excuse to offer for the 
outfield I have chosen — Cobb, 
Speaker, Fred Clarke and Babe 
Ruth—but I am downright sorry 
for the number of great fellows I 
had to leave out. It's no easy mat- 
ter for a man like me to leave off 
such men as Keeler, Duffy, Kelley, 
Beaumont and—well, a lot of them. 
Most of these fellows played with 
me at some time or other. 

Ty Cobb is certainly entitled to 
an outfield position on account of 
his great hitting, base-running and 
general aggressiveness. In other 
words, Cobb comes mighty close to 


being the greatest ball player that 


ever lived. Until Babe Ruth came 
into the limelight I guess Cobb was 
the greatest drawing card that 
baseball ever knew. And he never 
disappointed, either. 

Cobb is simply a natural base- 
ball wizard. He plays every game 
as if his life depended upon it. He 
will take any sort of a chance to 
win and his moves are so unex- 
pected and daring that he keeps 
his opponents on the anxious seat. 
Many ball players have knocked 
Cobb for his roughness, but I never 
did. He took his chances and ex- 
pected others to do the same. He 
Was as game as they come. 

Cobb believes in his own style of 
play and usually has proven that 
he is right. Cobb is a dangerous 
man to block. He is as hard as 
iron and insists 6n getting all that 
is coming to him. No man was 
ever able to get a better lead off 
a base than Cobb. Once he starts 
he goes through. Gee, what a ball 
player! 

Fred Clarke was not only a great 
fielder but a great hitter and a 
natural baseball leader. He was 
another fearless base runner like 
Cobb. Men who blocked him often 
got hurt, but I don’t think Clarke 
ever deliberately injured anybody. 
Believe me, though, he always took 
all that was coming to him. 


A HARD LOSER BUT GAME 

Clarke could hit to all fields and 
could hit any kind of pitching, 
whether it was right-handed or 
left-handed. He was especially 
good on picking out balis to hit— 
never went after a bad one. Clarke 
was a very tricky player, always 
taking advantage of the other fel- 
low's weakness. He neither took 
nor gave quarter on the base paths. 
He was willing to take his chances 
and expected the other man to do 
the same. 

Clarke was great on instructing 
pitchers. He was a hard loser and 
do game that he never let on when 
he was hurt. He played whether 
sick, hurt or well. He lasted for 
twenty years or more and seemed 
as good when he quit as when he 
started. 

Tris Speaker, my third outfielder, 
is another of the world’s great ball 
players. Tris in some ways is the 
most popular ball player in the 
country. Everybody likes him per- 
sonally and admires his ball play- 
ing. He is a great natural hitter 
and probably the best ground cov- 
ering outfielder that ever lived. He 
its to all fields and any kind of 
pitching. It's almost impossible to 
fool Speaker on anything. He can 
go back farther for a fly ball than 
anybody and can come in as close. 
Speaker is always thinking baseball 
and keeps the other players on 


their toes. 
No all-American team would be 
com plete without Babe Ruth, 


either as a regular or extra man. 
His hitting alone gives him a place. 
And, let me tell you, Ruth ts a 
much better fielder and a faster 
man on base than a lot of people 
think. He looks slow on account 
of his immense size, but that boy 
can get about. Babe Ruth is with- 
ut doubt the longest hitter that 

seball ever knew. I have seen 
all the long range boys but nobody 
in the world could ever hit a ball 
like Ruth. Many pitchers are just- 
ly afraid of pitching to Ruth. They 
fear he may hit a ball directly back 
at them that would be fatal. They 
pass him for that reason as well as 
any other. If I had him in the 
two-three hole you can bet I'd let 
him walk rathér than put one in 
the groove.

“All well-informed medical men 
know that in no disease is the op- 
portunity te make an  eirly 
diagnosis and institute the proper 
treatment such an important factor 
as in pneumonia. The process for 
the first three days of thi« dis- 
ease is more ore less localized in 
lung tissues. After this time the 
Ferme get inte and grow in the 
general blood stream. This fact was 
very well illustrated at one of our 
best equipped hospitals where the 
antipneumococcus serum was used 
in all of the pneumovonia cases in 
which it wae clearly indicated. In 
those cases where it was able to 
be employed before the fourth day 
of the disease the mortality was 
18 per cent; in the other cases.

| ers form by far the largest class of 


taxpayers. In their interest, Form 
1040A heretofore used for filing 
returns of net income of $5000 
and less from whatever source de- 
rived, this year is used for report- 
ing net income of not more than 
$5000 derived chiefly from salaries 
and wages. 

Compensation in any form ‘for 
personal service rendered” is sub- 
ject to the income tax. This in- 
cludes salaries, wages, fees, com- 
missions, bonuses and pensions, 
and tips. Salaries paid by a State 
or political subdivision thereof to 
its employees are not taxable, the 
reason being that the Federal gov- 
ernment does not tax the instru- 
mentalities of a State. 

The exemption does not apply to 
salaries paid by the Federal gov- 
ernment, except that a Federal in- 
come tax may not be levied on the 
salaries of the President of the 
United States or Federal judges 
which would diminish the salaries 
that were in effect at the time they 
took office. This provision does not 
exempt from taxation the salary of 
the President of the United States 
or Federal judges. Its meaning is 
that if Congress, after the Presi- 
dent or a Federal judge has taken 
office, should increase the rates of 
taxation, such increase would not 
‘apply to the salaries payable at 
the time the oath was taken. 

Fees received by a notary pub- 
lic commissioned by a State are not 
taxable nor are fees paid jurors by 
a State. Witnesses in lawsuits, 
even through summoned by a 
State’s attorney, are not consid- 
ered employees of a State, and fees 
received by them are subject to 
taxation. |
